The bootlegger is the most brazen law violator 
in the land. He also is the most dangerous crim­ 
inal at large.

In nmanf cities poplar campaigns against the 
bootlegger have been inaugurated, but still he 
do^buslntoiilHf finds customers as readily as 
he can find the liquor to sell them.
